Supervisor Thomas Hsieh， 
one of seven panelists at the press 
conference，noted the "sensationalist 
approach ”of the annual organized 
crime Teport and said，"By reinfor- 
cing stereotypes and portraying the 
crime problem as one perpetrated 
by dominant groups of exotic Asian 
gangs. . . . fear and prejudice are 
reinforced.” 

Henry Der，executive director of 
Chinese for Atffirmative Action， 
called the report "irresponsible and 
Incomplete.” Criticizing the lack of

Are a Chilling Reminder

Lets say you grow up in Hawaii. Dur- 


ing World War IL you volunteer your serv- 


ices to fght the fascists in Europe， In 
combat，you lose your right arm，but your 
bravery is rewarded with the nations sec- 
ond highest award for valor the Distin- 
guished Service Cross. 

You go on to a distinguished political 
careem representing your native state in the 
United States Senate， Your congressional 
colleagues greatly respect your intellect， 
Political Skills and sense of fair play. 

While relatively low key, you gain na- 
tional recognition twice 一 once for being a 
member of the Senate Watereate Commit- 
tee in the mid-1970s， then as co-chairman 
of the joint House-Senate committee inves- 
tigating the Iran-Contra scandal. 

Id say you were an exemplary Ameri- 
can,，a man whos devoted your life to the 
service of your country. 

The only trouble is，youre not white. 

And because hes not white, US Sena- 
tor Daniel Inouye isn't an American in the 
eyes of some bigoted Americans. 

For having the temmerity to stand up to 
the newest of American heroes，Lt，Col. 
JUliver North，Inouye was called a “dirty 
jap，one who was outto destroythe United 
States，one who should “go home to where 
he belongs”These slurs were in telegrams 
and phone calls received at his and other 
congressional ofhces during North's appear- 
ance before the joint committee chaired by 
Inouye. 

We who are ofAsian descent can never 
feel too comfortable about our American- 
ness. [tf doesn't matter whether you lead a 
relatively anonymous life，as millions of us 
do. Or whether you stand out as one of the 
nations political leaders. 

If you happen to have Asian features， 
you arent an American to some other 
Americans， 

Sen. Inouye doesm'tneed me to defend 
his honon or his birthright. But I can'thelp 
but be chilled by this latest reminder 
Some Americans think that only white 
People can be true-blue Americans。 

A more private and personal reminder 
Struck me at about the same time that Sen. 
Inouye was being insulted 

A white woman from New Jersey was 
telling me about a wonderful new restau- 
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rant in her town, It was aVietnamese res- 
taurant, one that served lots ofgood food at 
ridiculously low prices， 

“We were there the other nightand we 
were the only Americans there”she said 
innocently.

She probably meant the only white 
beoble，but it is so much a part of our 
culture 一 the general American culture 一 
that "American”equals“white”Even as 
the _ nation's population becomes more 
colorized with yellows and browns.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Nien Chengs Life and Dea 态 症 Shanshair Riveting 
and Profoundly Moving, May Revive China-Bashing 


By ROBERT LEE, Ph.D. 


Diaries written in prison or based on 
experiences while incarcerated are among 
literatures most compelling works. This 
book is no_ exception. I couldn't put i 
down. 

Nien Cheng's chronicle of her six and 
one half years in prison during the Cultural 
Revolution in China has received wide- 
Spread media attention. Life and Dearh mm 
Shanghai was a Book of the Month Club 
selection. Network TV, the major national 
magazines and local newspapers have Pro- 
fled her and Gordon and Ann Getty (the 
force _ behind Cheng's publisher，Grove 
Press) hosted her with a sumptuous lunch- 
eon in their Pacifc Heights mansion to 
which 80 of San Franciscos elite were in- 
Vited， 

At the outset，let me state emphati- 
cally that I was profoundly moved by the 
singular strength and indomitable spirit of 
Nien Cheng. Her saga is totally engrossing 
and riveted my attention in a way that few 
books do. Her conftnement confrms my 
conviction that the size of the cage does not 
determine thesinging ofthe bird. She comes 
across as a highly cultured，sophisticated， 
intelligent，charming，self-eftacing，gener- 
ous and principled person. 

No one can deny her moral strength 
and personal integrity. She suffered endless 
cruelties and brutalities that would have 
broken the spirit of most ordinary mortals. 
She was physically and mentally abused by 
captors who sought a confession from her 
that she was a British spy while working for 
Shell Oil in Shanghai.， Her house was 
looted，her possessions destroyed and her 
books burned. Worst of all, her 24-year-old 
daughter was murdered by the zealots of the 
Cultural Revolution. She still lives daily 
with the pain of this tragedy Without her。 
fsghting spirit and abiding faith, there is no

way she could have survived the ordeal. 

What troubles me about her book， 
then, is the way it might be received (ifnot 
used) by the general public. The herd men- 
tality of the American mood，typifted by 
responses to Ollie North, frst as villain and 
then as folk hero, shiftsfcklelyfrom China- 
bashing to China-adoration. I am con- 
cerned that uninformed readers will seize 
upon this material as fodder for a general 
condemnation of present-day China or use 
it to reinforce negative stereotypes. 

The senseless events depicted by Nien 
Cheng transpired during the Cultural Revo- 
lution，a period roughly between 1966 and 
1976. She was arrested on September 27， 
1967 and imprisoned in Shanghais Deten- 
tion House Number 1 (which is destined to 
become an American tourist attraction1) 
No question it was a time of chaos，when 
rampaging，out-of-control Red Guards 
battled even with each other to contest 
which faction could outradicalize the other. 
There can be no condoning of the reckless 
cannibalism of a nation gone mad, whipped 


into frenzy by Mao，desperately seeking to 


regain control of the governrment. 

Incidentally，the rest of the wofild 
wasnt So placid either during that period : 
the streets of Watts, Washington DC，De- 
troit were burning，the campus revolution 
was in full bloom from Berkeley to Colum- 
bia, the youth in London, Heidelberg,， Paris 
(CDanny the Red”)，Korea and Japan were 
on the march，assaulting the barricades， 
Everyone :seemed to _ resonate .with Maos 
dictum that a “revolution is not an invita- 
tion to a dinner party 必 

Nien Cheng was victimized. She was 
the right person in the wrong place at the 
wiong time. Given a scintilla of logic in an 
ilogical world，when the times were out of 
Sync it is not Surprising that she became a 
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target of attack. Here is how she describes 
her house:“an oasis of comfort and ele- 
gance in the midst of the ciys drabness”“a 
haven for my daughter and myself so we 
could continue to _ enjoy good taste while 
the rest of the city was being taken over by 
proletarian realism”She admits:“Perhaps 
only a dozen or so families (in a city then 
with 10 million people) managed to pre- 
serve their own lifestyle, maintaining their 
original homes and embloying a staff of 
servants”The contradictions between her 
afftuent life style and the masses could not 
be more glaring. 
CONVENIENT TARGET 

Admittedly she is a member of the 

upper class who appreciates the fner things 


of life, an educated and affuent person who- 


enjoys advantages in an egalitarian society. 
Her husband was a Kuomintang diplomat 
and both of them served in the manage- 
ment of a foreign multinational corpora- 
tion. In the hysteria ofthe moment, foreign 
things (books，music，corporations) came 
under strenuous attack， As a“capitalist 
roader ”she was a convenient, nay ahighly 
visible target. 

Note these questions she was asked by 
a party o 钥 cial:“Is it right for you and your 
daughter to live in a house of nine rooms 
with four bathrooms when there is a Severe 
housing shortage in Shanghaiz?”“Is it right 
for you to wear silk and fur and sleep under 
quilts flled with down 7” “Is it right for you 
to _ have three servants wait on you?”(Re- 
call thatwhen President Kerimedy wasasked 
Similar questions，his rather lame response 
WwWas，“Life is unfair) 

These are difcult questions to answer 
in the context of a proletarian society that 
espoused perennial revolution and class 
struggle.
